CHINA AND AMERICA, 
‘Washington, November 29, 
The following proclamation haa been 
issued by the President :— ‘ 


* Whereas satisfactory evidence has been 
‘givon to me by the Government of Hix 
Majesty the pmparae of China, that io 
discriminating duties of tonnage or im- 
-ports are imposed or levied in the ports 
of thot pation upon vessels wholly bo- 
longing to citizens of the United State! 
or upon the produce, manufactures or 
techanatie savored in the samo; 
therefore, I, Ritherford-B. Hayes, Pre- 
sident of the United States of America, 
by: virtue of-tho‘authority vested in me 
by lnw, do hereby declare and proclaim 
the foreign discriminating duties of 
tonnige and import within the United 
States are and ‘shall be suspended and 
discontinued .so far as respects. the 
vessels of China, and the produce 
rannufactures and merchandise imported 
thorein, into. “the United States - from 
Chiu, or from any other foreign-country 
so long as the exemption aforesaid on 
the part of China” 6f yossels belongin
